Washington, Jan. 17.— The Hawaiian 
iinnexatiou treaty wiU occupy the ma- 
jor portion of th« time of the senate. 

Senator Morgan will take the floor, 
and, It is understood, will consume at 
least another day in the presentation 
of bis views In favor cf annexation. 

He will be followed by Senators Pet- 
tigrew and White In opposition to tho 
treaty, and by other senators for and 
against it. Tiiere Is no hope that the 
ditjcussion will be concluded during the 
week. 

A great many senators wish to speak, 
an as long as the result of the vote is 

as uncertain as it Is at present neither 
side will be disposed to allow the vote 
to be taken. 

The urgent deficiency appropriation 
hill will in all probability be reported 
at once, and there may be an effort to 
secure its counideration during the 

week. 



Washington, Jan. 17.— The house is 
likely to become the arena for a gen- 
eral discussion of our foreign relations 
in connection with the consideration 
of the diplomatic and oonsalar appro- 
priation bill. 

The house managers do not v/ant an 
extended debate on Cuba precipitated 
at this time» tut the minority is deter- 
mined to press the question. 

On Tuesday the consideration of the 
army appropriation bill will be re- 
sumed. This is likely to be finished 
Tuesday, after which the consular and 
diplomatic hill will probably consume 
the remainder of the week.

Washington, J^in. 17.— Mrs. Lucille 
LanCi youngest daughter of ez-Senator 
Joe Blackburn of Kentucky, shot her- 
self in her apartments at the Welling- 
ton hotel Just as she was preparing for 
bed. 

The statement given out by the fam- 
ily is that the shooting was accidental, 

and was caused by a small pistol, 
which, catching in some laces in the 
drawer, fell as she lifted them and ex- 
ploded by the hammer striking the side 
of the drawer. 

The wound Is In the left breast and 
Is probably fatal. Mrs. Lane is suffer- 
ing from shock so severely that the 
physicians have not yet made any at- 
tempt to loeato the bnllet 

General Aager Th»tn\, 
Washington, Jan. 17.— General Chris- 
topher Colon Auger, United States ar- 
my, retired, died of old age at hi^ honu 
in West Washington. General Augei 
-vas one of the three surviving mem- 
bers of the^class of '43 at West Point, 
the class with which Oeneral Grant 
graduated. 

I>yBamlte Bomb Discovered. 

Parkersburg, W. Va., Jan. 17.— While 
preparing to cover the floor of a train 
of cattle cars at tne Uelpre tftock yards 
Ferrell, the yard brakeman of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern, dis- 
covered a big dynamite bomb or car- 
tridge eoneealed in the shavings. Had 
the bomb been shoveled into a car the 
hoofs of the animals would have ex- 
ploded it and a wreck would have re- 
sulted. There Is no clew to the party 
who put the bomb in the shavings. 

To Teit Dow Law. 

Columbus, O.. Jan. 17.— Judge Tait 
in the United States court temporarily 
restrained Harry Binlster, treasurer of 
Jefferson county, from selling beer, 
horses and wagons of the Reymann 
Brewing company of Wheeling, and 
attached in Ohio to make good a state 
tax imposed on manufacturers of beer 
outside of the state, but delivered 
within Ohio in original packages. The 
suit Is to test the constitutionality of 
the Dow law. 



Plants Destroy«<1. 
Havana, Jan. 17. — The insurgents 
destroyed l.OOO.OOD tobaceo plants- 
growing under the protection of forts 
at Camajuan, Santa Clara province, 
on the night of Jan. 6. They also de- 
stroyed 25.000 plants within sight of 
the forts at Sitto Grande. A corre- 
spondent who has Just made the jour- 
ki^ey from Havana to Sagua La Grande 
Veports that not one sugar mill la 
grinding.

Waahlngton, Jan. 17.— Orave appre- 
tension was felt by the officials of the 

itate departmentand thoseof theSpan- 
Ish legation that disturbances of a 
more or less serious character might 
occur In Havana Sunday, owing to the 
fact that many persons otherwise oc- 
cupied during the week would be com- 
paratively free on that day to foUow 
their own inclinations. 

Shortly after noon the minister re- 
ceived a dispatch conveying the infor- 
mation that at 11 o'clock there had not 
only been no rioting, but not even spo- 
radic disturbances of any kind. 

As a precautionary measure General 
Blanco had carefully provided against 
any trouble, but so far as surface indi- 
cations went the precautions he ha'l 
taken were entirely unnecessary. 

Up to 3 p. m. the state department 
officials had received no word from Ha- 
vana, and they accepted this as an in- 
dication that no trouble had occurred 

or was anticipated. 

General Lee is under instructions to 
notify the department promptly of any- 
thing unusual or in the least way 
threatening, and the fact that no dis- 
patch was received from him clearly 
indicates that the City Is practically 
quiet. 

Secretary Long has received no ad- 
ditional Information concerning the 
movements of the North Atlantic 
squadron and said that he expected 

none. 

Admiral Sicard will simply carry out 
the orders previously issued to him and 
sail with the main body of the squad- 
ron for sout!iern wati rs to enter upon 
the usual winter maneuvers. 



SAILED FOB DBV TUKTt'OAS. 

The Benh Ailantle Iqaadroa Has Gone 
to Winter Qaartanb 

Norfolk. Jan. 17,— Having completed 

coaliug and all provisions for their 
winter's cruise in gulf waters, the ships 
of the North Atlantic squadron, which 
have been anchored in Hampton roads 
for the past 10 weeks, the flagship New 
York and the battleships Indiana. Mas- 
sachusetts and Iowa, left Old Point at 
10 o'clock Sunday morning, and two 
hours later passed out of the capes, 
southbound. They put to sea in the 
teeth of a northeaster. 

The fleet will proceed directly, at 10- 
knot speed, to Dry Tortugas. their 
headqurters for the gulf evolutions. 
This point is within such easy reach of 
Havana that the ships could be sum- 
moned in a few hours should their 
presence there be ik ccssary. 

The Texas will Join the flagship off 
the South Carolina coast. The torpedo 
boat Foote was forced to take the inside 
route owing to the heavy weather off 
Hatteras. The ship.-^ are equipped for 
long voyages and their magazines are 
well stocked.

Thomaavllle, Ga.,Jan. 17.— Hon. Ben- 
f imin Butterworth, United States com- 
missioner of patents, who has been lit 

lit PIney Worxis hotel here for several 
weeks, died at 3:15 Sunday afternoon. 

The end was peaceful, and when it 
came his wife and children were at his 
bedside. 

Ilf came here to recuperate from an 
attack of pneumonia, and recovered 
rapidly until two weeks ago. when he 
suffered from uremic convulsions. 

From that relapse he never recov- 
ered. His bo<^ wlU b« snt to Wntk- 
Ington. 

Sfceteh of Bnttor worth*! Lite. 

Cincinnati. Jan. 17.— Benjamin But- 
terworth was what is known as a 
"birthright Quaker." Those who knew 
him best during his busy career are 
unanimous in saying of him, ''His dally 
life was as exemplary of tlie tenets of 
that good old faith as that ol any pub- 
lic oflicial could be.'* 

He was born In Warren county, 0., 
Oct It, 1IS7; was a member of the 
state senate of Ohio from Warren and 
Butler counties In 1873-74: was elected 
from the First Ohio district to the For- 
ty-sixth, Forty-seventh, Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth congresses, nad wag re- 
elected to tho FItty-flrat ooairMS •« a 

Republican. 

Ben Butterworth. as he has always 
been best known, spent his earlier 
years round about MalnevUle and Fos- 
ter's Crossing— the latter a little sta- 
tion on the Little Miami railroad. His 
father was William Butterworth, his 
mother a Linton — a family noted 
throughout the entire line for their 
keenness of Intellect, powers of percep- 
tion and strength In speech and debate. 
Both parents were of Quaker ancestry. 

Major Butterworth's keen intellect 
and remarkable powers of perception 
were inherited from his mother. 

Butterworth's first acquaintance with 
law was made in the ofUce of Ourbin 
Ward, then a t,ucrrsi-riil practitioner 
In Cincinnati. 

During the war he attained the rank 
of major In an Ohio regiment He waa 
commissioner of patents first during 
the administrations of Garfield and Ar- 
thur, and his recoid made then and 
subsequently had great weight with 
President McKlnley la arioetlag Um 
for that position. 

He was made secretary of the world's 
fair project early in the inception of 
that great enterprise at Chicago dur- 
ing the early nineties, and worked 
along in that capacity with honor to 
himself and profit to the company un- 
til its dose. 

A wile and four children survive the 
dead stateiinian. I Us wife was Miss 
Mary Schuyler of Pennsylvania. The 
children are Mrs. Howe— a widow— of 
Washington, D. C. ; William, who mar- 
ried a Miss Deere, of Mollne. Ills.; 
young Ben, who was injured in a col- 
lege game early in life, and Frank, 
whose prowess as a football coach and 
fullback is almost international. 

CaoMd Oeooral Sorrow. 
Washington, Jan. 17.— In Washing- 
ton, no less than in his native state. 
Major Butterworth enjoyed a wide ac- 
quaintance aud great popularity, and 
the news of his death, while by no 
means unexpected, haa caused general 
sorrow here. No public man probably 
had a larger circle of personal friends 
at the capital. He contracted his fatal 
illness while on the stump in the late 
Ohio campaign. No information has 
been received as to the time or place 
of the funeral.

At the Frankfort IVnitentiary, Cited By 
Warden Hancock. 



Fi:ANKn)i:r, Kv., .Taimary 1 I. --Warden 
llancocky of the Frankfort penitentiary, 
has filed his report with the Board of 
Sinking Fund Coromisaioners. lie roc- 
ommenda that the old parole law be 
again pat in use ; a system of grading the 
convicts as an incentive to good conduct ; 
he deplores the number of youthful pris- 
onera still being received, and euys there 
are now in the penitentiary 80 boys under 
18 yeara of age, whom he is separating 
from the hanltHiod criminals. 

The Warden says that perhaps the 
greatest need of the prison is more cell 
room and dining space. Om* thousand 
two hundred and fifty are now conlined 
at Frankfort, and there are accommoda* 
tiona for but 1,188. The hospital also 
needs attention. 

The Warden recom mends that a matron 
be put in charge of the female prisonersi 
and the Sinking Fund Commissioners are 
considering propriety of apj)oiatii)g 
iemale guards for the woman's depart- 
ment in the prison. 



A regular iiood of new bills poured 
into the Hooae and Senate at Frankfort 
Friday.

PROVED FATAL. 



James Urennan Died Saturday AtternooQ of 
the Weuda Beceived in Freit ef 
the Ceal Blevaters. 

Ur. James Drennan, who was fonnd 
under the 0* and O. tracks near Wor- 
maid's coal elevators at 1:30 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning, lingered until twenty 

minutes past one o'clock Saturday after- 
noon when death ended iiis sutl'erings. 

An examination of the locality where 
he was found leaves no doubt as to how 
he was injured. The coal elevator tracks 
pass under the C. and O. tracks. To 
bridge over the elevator tracks and pro- 
tect the fill on each side, the railroad 
company put in two stone abutments. 
The railroad All east of the abutment ex- 
tends out several feet from the track, 
making a good foot path. The unfortu- 
nate young man evidently took this cin- 
der walk in order to keep off the railroad 
track, and in the darkness and not being 
acquainted with the surroundinj^s. he 
walked right off of the abutment. The 
fall is fully twenty feet. He struck on 
the back part of his head, and death was 
caused by compression of the brain, re- 
suiting from the congestion of blood at 
the injured point. 

The unfortunate yonivj man's remains 
were removed to the home of hib parents 
Saturday afternoon, where the funeral 
service was conducted this niorninff at 10 
o'clock by liev. A. T. Eanis. Burial at 
Washington. 

After the above was written it was 

learned that Dr. Owens made a post 
mortem examination, which revealed the 
fact that the skull was fractured at the 
base of the brain, about three inches be- 
low the wound on the head. Dr. Owena 
is inclined to the opinion that the fall 
would not have caused such a fracture, and 
thinks there are suspicious circumstances 
connected with the case that ou^ht to be 
mvestlgated. Drennan is the second 
man who has met death in that locality 
since the completion of theC. and O. and 
their fate should warn others to keep oil
